O  ALMIGHTY  God,  Who  hast  built  Thy  Church  upon  the 
foundation  of  the  Apostles  and  Prophets,  Jesus  Christ  Himself 
being  liie  head  corner  stone;  Grant  us  so  to  be  joined  together  in 
unity  of  spirit  by  their  doctrine,  that  we  may  be  made  an  holy  temple 
acceptable  unto  Thee ;  through  Jesus  Clirist  our  Lord.

Then  shall  he  sung  Ps.  cxxv.  with  this  Antiphon  : 
Behold,  I  lay  in  Sion  a  chief  corner  stone,  elect,  precious. 

THEY  that  put  their  trust  in  the  Lord  shall  be  even  as  the  Mount 
Sion  :  which  may  not  be  removed,  but  standeth  fast  for  ever. 

The  hills  stand  about  Jerusalem  :  even  so  standeth  the  Lord  round 
about  His  people,  from  tliis  time  forth  for  evermore. 

For  the  rod  of  the  ungodly  cometh  not  into  the  lot  of  the  righteous  : 
lest  the  righteous  put  their  hand  unto  wickedness. 

Do  well,  O  Lord  :  unto  those  that  are  good  and  true  of  heart. 

As  for  such  as  turn  back  unto  their  own  wickedness  :  the  Lord  shall 
lead  them  forth  with  the  evil-doers;   but  peace  shall  be  upon  Israel.
